Sees Budget 
.Balance Ahead 


But Humphrey Is Slow 
To Pledge A ny M ove 
Seeking Cut In Taxes 


WASHINGTON Uh—Secretary of 
the Treasury Humphrey says the 
government "should and can" bal­ 
ance the budget this fiscal year. 
But he added yesterday that 
it is "entirely 
too 
early” 
to 
pledge himself to recommending 
tax cuts when Congress returns 
in January. 
The official summer budget re­ 
vision by the 
Treasury 
Depart­ 
ment stopped $1.7 billion short of 
Humphrey’s optimism about the 
budget outlook. The Treasury still 
predicted a deficit of that amount 
by the end of fiscal- year 1956, 
next June 30. 
That was $700 million lower than 
the figure President 
Eisenhower 
forecast in his budget message to 
Congress last January. 
The 
cut 
was based on the following revis­ 
ed estimates: 
1. Spending will total $63.8 bil­ 
lion this fiscal year—$1.4 billion 
more than the January estimate, 
but $700 million less than spending 
of $64Mi billion in fiscal 1955, end­ 
ed June 30.

* * * 
2. BUT THE government’s 
in­ 
come will be swelled enough by 
the rapid economic expansion now 
in progress to more than overbal­ 
ance the rise in the spending esti­ 
mate. Receipts for the current fis­ 
cal year are now 
estimated 
at 
$62.1 billion or $2.1 billion above 
the estimate made last January, 
and $1.8 billion higher than the fis­ 
c a l tax yield of $60.3 billion. 
3. The budget deficit is now esti­ 
mated at $1.7 billion for the fiscal 
year, instead of the $2.4 billion 
forecast in January. The deficit for 
fiscal 1955 was $4.2 billion. 
The new deficit would be the 
lowest in five years, and would be 
only 3 per cent of total spending. 
Even so, there was every indi­ 
cation that the $1.7 billion red 
ink forecast was little more than 
Vt official caution. The budget re­ 
view text said it was possible

WITHOUT taking sides in what might 
easily develop into a bitter controversy, it 
is of interest to note that Paul Gallico, who 
started his literary career as a sports 
writer, authors a vigorous diatribe against 
boxing in Esquire magazine. 
This about-face is especially significant 
inasmuch as it was Gallico who started the 
Golden Gloves contests, and now he apolo­ 
gizes for having done so. 
For m any decades and perhaps for cen­ 
turies it has been custom ary to praise and 
uphold “the manly art of self-defense,” 
and on this basis millions of fathers have 
encouraged their sons to become proficient 
boxers. 
In his renunciatory a r t i c l e Gallico 
doesn’t dilate upon this phase, but em pha­ 
sizes what he term s the undesirable as­ 
pects. 
“I would go as far as to say that noth­ 
ing good has ever come out of boxing or 
prize-fighting,” boldly says Gallico. “With 
a few exceptions”—he seems to be weak­ 
ening there — “nobody connected with it 
has ever been any good, or done any 
good.” 
Because of his connection with the start­ 
ing of Golden Gloves contests, doesn’t this 
castigation include himself? 
' Anyway, he uses fighting words that m ay 
arouse other fighters. No m an ever did a 
better job of burning his bridges behind 
him. 


WALK, NOT RUlf 
AMERICAN enthusiasm for expanding 
social and cultural relations with the So­ 
viet peoples began to rise six months be­ 
fore the Geneva conference. It has reach­ 
ed the point where the State D epartm ent 
has to set up a separate division to screen 
the requests to exchange visits. 
These range from legitim ate to the ludi­ 
crous. One citizen proposed to send a m is­ 
sion to Russia to teach the communists 
how to m ake raspberry jam like grand­ 
m other used to do it. 
For some tim e Moscow has had a bu­ 
reau, the Society for Foreign Cultural Re­ 
lations, tied into the international effort of 
that capital to make propaganda. 
The 
State D epartm ent proposes only a limited 
advisory and screening function. It will ap­ 
prove exchanges of theatrical, musical and 
other groups and will view favorably re­ 
ciprocating visits of scientific and medical 
associations. 
But as an Englishman has well said, we 
have reached the time in international af­ 
fairs for walking, not running, toward the 
goal of peace lest, in our precipitate haste, 
we fall flat on our face. 


STRANGER IN WALL STREET 
NEW YORK’S Wall Street saw a cow the 
other day for the first tim e in 150 years. 
Bossy’s visit was arranged by an exchange 
official who wanted to im press the world 
that Wall Street serves the farm er as well 
as industry. 
Dispatches telling of the tour disclose 
that Bossy brought all traffic to a stand­ 
still.

George E. Sokol skys 
These Days 


How many police forces does the Gov­ 
ernm ent employ? I have not noticed this 
item in the Hoover Reports, although I 
should imagine when I have read them all, 
something wil appear on the subject of 
duplicative police activities in the Execu­ 
tive Branch of the Government. One diffi­ 
culty in any analysis of these police activ­ 
ities is that they are not so described by 
law. Usually they derive from the investi­ 
gative powers of various agencies which 
grow increasingly complex and competi­ 
tive. 
For instance, the Post Office has, by 
law, a vast police authority which has 
grown over the history of the Republic. 
The present Postm aster General is not re­ 
sponsible for any of it, but he or any of his 
successors can be made utterly ridiculous 
by an overzealous inspector who has to de­ 
cide what is a m oral and what is a fraud. 
Is Lysistrata immoral? 
One of the problems is for the Post Of­ 
fice to decide what medical activities are 
virtuous and what are frauds. How can the 
Post Office decide that when the doctors 
disagree? For instance, not so long ago we 
were all involved in some stuff called 
chlorophyll which is the green in grass and 
leaves. We were given chlorophyll in all 
sorts of things to do something or other for 
I us. For a while, every drug store was cov­ 
ered with green advertisem ents. 
These 
items were sold legitimately and perfectly 
ethical drug companies e a r n e d money 
from them. Today the stuff is strictly 
passe. Chlorophyll in chewing gum is out 
of fashion. 
On the other hand, snakeroot, which the 
old medicine m an sold at the tail-end of 
his wagon for a dollar a bottle and cure 
guaranteed or money back, was, for years, 
regarded as a fake. The peddlers were 
moved along by the police. Today, when 
the heart begins to go ziggety-zaggety, the 
doctors prescribe “Raudixin,” w h i c h is 
m anufactured from the whole root of “ Rau­ 
wolfia serpentina,” in a word, snakeroot— 
the same as the old medicine man used to 
sell. Some old rem edies are becoming pop­ 
ular with the m edical profession as doc­ 
tors know more about them. The Chinese 
knew about antibiotics centuries ago and 
so did the peasants of Europe but the doc­ 
tors only recently discovered th at the 
mould on kvass Is a remedy. 
(Whenever your doctor prescribes trade­ 
nam e medicines, tell him to write “origin­ 
al package” on his prescription. You will 
save money as some pharm acists charge 
for taking it out of the original bottle and 
putting it into one of their own, or just as 
much for pasting a private label over the 
original one.) 
Now, the Post Office, the Federal Trade 
Commission and the Food and Drug Ad­ 
m inistration are empowered to read all 
advertisem ents and to use their great au­ 
thorities to p&vent fraud. They can pre­ 
vent a toothpaste company from saying 
that some special stuff put into the tooth­ 
paste saves the teeth. But does any tooth­ 
paste save teeth? Some dentists say that 
no toothpaste will do that and they t e l l 
their patients to use plain table salt instead 
of toothpaste which contains abrasives. 
Yet no one proposes to stop all toothpaste 
advertising. By what rule of life or thumb 
do these agencies pursue their noble pur­ 
poses?

Baby's Getting Cereal 
By HIRMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
THE first solid food your baby 
gets will probably be a cereal. 
Actually, of course, the food in 
these first feedings is far from 
solid; It’s mostly liquid. Just the 
same, It represents an important 
step in progress. 
Begin feeding your tot cereal 
by the time he is three months 
old, or even before, if your doctor 
advises it. 


Thin Liquid 
The cereal should be so thin 
that It will easily pour off the end 
of the spoon, lf it is too thick, add 
a little of your baby’s milk mix­ 
ture. Or if he is breast fed, thin 
It with boiled or specially pre­ 
pared baby water. 
For the first day or two, offer 
him only one or two spoonfuls so 
that he can get used to it. If you 
give him any more, it may upset 
his digestion. 
Here is a tip which might make 
these first feedings a little easier. 
If you give him his cereal before 
his regular milk feeding, he will 
be more apt to take It. As a rule, 
a baby looks forward to his regu­ 
lar feeding because he likes the 
milk better. He will want to get 
the preliminaries over quickly. 


Increase the amount of cereal 
each day, for about two weeks, 
when he should be getting a full 
portion. 
Dry Cereals 
If you give him dry cereals Ilks 
those especially prepared for 
babies, a portion is two ounces or 
one-quarter cupful, of the cereal 
mixture after the milk and watef 
have been added to it. 
If you use canned cereal, give 
him about four ounces or one- 
half a cupful, at a feeding. 
After he eats his eeroaSTlet him 
have as much milk as he wishes. 
If you nurse him, this probably 
will not take longer than 15 to^O 
minutes. If he is bottle fed, he 
will usually drink anywhere from 
four to six ounces.

Freezer Losses 
Power failures may be cause for 
concern to owners of deep-freezers 
but, in the opinion of Irene Netz, 
extension 
nutrition 
specialist 
at 
Ohio State University, need not re­ 
sult in costlv food losses. 
If the failure is repaired and 
» 


wer service is renewed within 
hours or less, Miss Netz says, 
the possibility of food spoilage can 
be practically eliminated by leav­ 
ing the lid or door of the freezer 
closed during the time the power 
is off. 
The nutrition specialist advises 
freezer owners to think over their 
needs carefully if it is absolute­ 
ly necessary to open the freezer 
during the power failures, and to 
tor to remove everything needed 
ai one time. A further suggestion 
is to open the cabinet, remove 
the items needed, 
and 
close 
it 
again as quickly as possible. - 
Keeping the freezer closed helps 
maintain the inside tem perature; 
therefore, reducing the time the 
door or lid is open is desirable if 
it is necessary to open it at all. 
Freezers that are full of food will 
retain low- 
tem peratures 
better 
than those that are only partially 
mied, Miss Netz points out. 
It is definitely unwise, she says, 
to place unfrozen foods in a freez­ 
er with frozen foods during power 
failures. Even if the household re­ 
frigerator is 
not operating 
and 
there is a chance of foods normal­ 
ly kept in it spoiling, the specialist 
warns against putting such items 
in the freezer to save them. She 
notes the possibility 
that 
they 
may cause the freezer to thaw and 
wUs result in more costly losses 
of valuable food that cannot be 
replaced.

PERSIAN KING CYRUS IS TOLD BY GOD TO RELEASE 
THE JEWS TO RETURN TO JUDAH, REBUILD TEMPLE

THE EDITOR of Peloubet's 
Notes, Dr. Wilbur M. Smith, D.D., 
tells in this lesson of his experi­ 
ence in his visit in 1937 to Jeru­ 
salem. He was aided in his ef­ 
forts to find his location in the 
newer portion of the city by a 
young Jewish woman who had 
left the United States and a lucra­ 
tive teaching position to return 
to Palestine. 
She thought God 
must have directed her to go 
there, she explained. 
As our lesson is about the peo­ 
ple of Judah returning to their 
homeland after years of captivity, 
the joy they expressed must have 
been that of thousands of perse­ 
cuted people fleeing from Europe 
to Palestine during and after the 
dreadful Nazi persecution and an­ 
nihilation of many of their race.

“Who is there among you of 
all His people: his God be with 
him, and let him go up to Jerusa­ 
lem, which is in Judah, and build 
the house of the Lord God of Is­ 
rael (He is the God,) which is in 
Jerusalem.” 


He then asked that every man 
help the people of Judah, with 
gold, silver, beasts and “freewill 
offerings.” 


“Then up rose the chief of the 
fathers of Judah and Benjamin, 
and the priests, and the Levites, 
with all them whose spirit God 
had raised, to go to build the 
house of the Lord which is in 
Jerusalem.” 
The whole “congregation to­ 
gether” were 42,360, we are told, 
although there may have b e e n 
many more. The king had ordered

It was in the first year of the 
reign of Cyrus that the word of 
the Lord came to him. He im­ 
mediately put forth a proclama­ 
tion saying, “Thus saith Cyrus 
king of Persia, The Lord God t)f 
heaven hath given me all the 
kingdoms of the earth; and He 
hath charged me to build Him an 
house at Jerusalem, which is in 
Judah. 


that the temple vessels that had 
been taken by Nebuchadnezzar 
and placed in his heathen temples 
were to be returned to the Jews 
and replaced in the rebuilt temple. 


The Lord had forgiven His peo­ 
ple their sins, and now has re­ 
stored them to their homes. In 
the midst of their rejoicing and 
zeal to again build His temple, 
did they think of their sinning 
that had brought them to dis­ 
aster, and resolve to be true to 
God and sin no more? 


Do we, when we have sinned 
and been forgi /en, resolve with 
all our hearts not to transgress 
again, but to deserve the benefits 
that are ours? If so we shall not 
have studied these lessons in vain. 
Let us resolve to be good and do 
good, for God is love, and Jesus 
will be with us and help us.

Macfadden ought to know some­ 
thing about that because he start­ 
ed his manhood as a consumptive 
and has managed to live to his 
87th birthday, a powerful physical 
figure.

He has resisted medical aid and 
I lives on vegetables and nuts which 
are a bore and may be the cause 
of his various matrimonial trou­ 
bles. If Macfadden sells his exper­

Hayes Urges 
More Respect 
For Football 


COLUMBUS Uh—The coach 
of 
Ohio 
State’s 
national 
football 
champions believes “too many peo­ 
ple who don’t know what they’re 
talking about are sounding off for 
a few paltry dollars and influenc­ 
ing millions of people against foot­ 
ball.” 
Woody Hayes didn’t mention any 
names when he urged more stress 
on “the wholesome aspects of foot­ 
ball” at last night’s annual kick­ 
off fete. 
But the OSU coach, starting his 
fifth season at the Buckeye helm, 
said he referred 
specifically 
to 
“ an eastern college president who 
has never been 
president at 
a 
school where 
they 
played 
foot­ 
ball.” 
“Too many people are taking pot 
shots at football,” Hayes told the 
group of 
writers, 
sportscasters, 
university 
officials 
and 
fans. 
“ Football is a great game, and it 
makes great men. But too many 
people, with little or no real know­ 
ledge of the game, are all the time 
sounding off and influencing peo­ 
ple against it.” 
Hayes reviewed his 1955 pros­ 
pects in detail and gave a run­ 
down on each position. 
“ We’ll be extremely light,” he 
said, “lighter than we’ve ever been 
since I’ve been here at Ohio State. 
We won’t be 
as 
good 
as 
last 
year, and because we’ll be light, 
we’ll probably have a lot more in­ 
juries.” 
But Hayes said that in the past, 
lighter teams often h^ve had what 
he called more “ staying power. 
Michigan, with 25 lettermen re­ 
turning and a solid freshman club, 
will be the team to 
beat, 
with 
Iowa and Wisconsin “very strong,” 
the Buckeye coach predicted.
